Broad-Leaved  Evergreens 

The  varieties  included  in  this  chapter  are  most  commonly  known  as  the  Broad-Leaved  Ever¬ 
greens  because  of  the  broad  leaves  peculiar  of  the  Conifers  and  other  Evergreens. 

Some  of  the  most  desirable  material  for  landscape  planting  is  found  here,  the  heavy  leaf- 
masses  characteristic  of  the  family  meeting  the  demand  for  fresh  green  foliage  to  offset  and 
brighten  the  otherwise  rather  bare  appearance  which  the  Deciduous  (leaf-dropping)  trees  and 
shrubs  present  throughout  the  Winter.  Perhaps  best  of  all,  however,  is  the  magnificent  display 
of  beauty  and  color  which  they  present  when  in  bloom  during  the  early  Spring.  This  is  particu¬ 
larly  true  of  the  Azaleas  and  Rhododendrons,  their  dark  green  leaves  contrasting  sharply  with  the 
great  clusters  of  bloom,  varying  in  color  from  the  most  vivid  shades  of  red  and  purple,  through 
exquisite  tints  of  pink  and  lavender,  to  the  purest  white. 

Another  very  desirable  quality  which  most  of  these  Broad-Leaved  Evergreens  possess  is  a 
fondness  for  shady  places,  making  them  available  for  planting  about  house  foundations,  in  shady 
corners,  or  any  other  locations  about  the  lawn  where  it  is  difficult  to  get  other  plant  materials 
to  thrive  because  of  the  lack  of  sunlight.  As  a  rule,  these  varieties  transplant  very  easily,  and 
give  immediate  effects,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  they  do  not  like  limestone  soils,  and 
thrive  most  readily  in  what  is  known  as  woods  earth,  or  ground  composed  chiefly  of  decomposed 
vegetable  matter.

No  flowers  that  are  grown  in  the  gar¬ 
den  give  as  much  pleasure  as  roses.  The 
Tea  and  Hybrid  Tea  Roses  bloom  all 
Summer.  The  climbing  roses  as  a  rule 
bloom  in  the  earl}-  Summer.  The  Hybrid 
Perpetuals  usually  bloom  in  June,  a  few 
of  them  bloom  intermittingly  throughout 
the  Summer  months,  one  especially,  The 
Frau  Karl  Druschki. 

In  order  to  have  roses  sho\v  their  true 
colors  it  is  necessary  TolSant  them 
where  they  will  get  the  full  benefit  of  the 
sun  all  day.  but  in  a  place  where  they 
^  will  be  protected  from  the  wind.  The 

soil^nust  be  well-drained,  well-rotted  manure  should  be  used  as  a  fertilizer  and  should  be  well 
spaded  into  the  ground,  or  if  you  wish  decayed  leaves  or  vegetable  matter  will  serve  the  purpose. 


PLANTING 

Spring  is  the  best  time  for  planting  roses  after 
all  danger  of  frosts  have  passed.  Potted  plants 
can  be  planted  any  time  throughout  the  Summer 
months ;  however,  planting  pot  roses,  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  keep  them  well  supplied  with  water  to 
insure  success. 

Plants  should  be  planted  from  2  to  3  inches 
below  the  level  of  the  soil  and  well  watered. 

Cultivate  about  once  every  week  during  the 
Summer  months  and  especially  after  a  rain ; 
should  you  have  a  drought,  water  thoroughly 
and  keep  well  cultivated. 

WINTER  PROTECTION 

Hybrid  Perpetuals  are  considered  very  hardy 
and  need  no  protection.  It  is  best,  however,  that 
late  in  the  Fall  bank  the  earth  up  around  the 
plants  to  the  depth  of  about  18  inches. 

Hybrid  Teas :  This  type  requires  protection 
in  Winter,  especially  in  the  North ;  this  can  be 
accomplished  by  covering  the  entire  bush  with 
soil,  or  a  easier  method  is  to  cover  them  with 
straw  and  wrap  in  burlap. 


Climbing  varieties ;  very  few  of  this  type  need 
protection  except  in  the  extreme  North ;  this  can 
be  accomplished  by  laying  the  canes  on  the 
ground  and  covering  them  with  earth,  or  by 
wrapping  them  in  burlap.
